THEOMONISM. 


Theonwexism is the theology and phiiosophy of the future. The world is ready 
ior it, ancl we are ready to give it to the world, by the grace of God and His holy 
apg There is absolutely nothing phantastic about this old truth in modern dress: 
everything is according to highest revelation and most searching reason. But, 
withel, it t the most simple and applicable. Artificiality, glittering forms without 
spirit, dogmas without proofs are all alike removed from this sober and practical 
mūsos and philsasophy. The rejuvenation of this most ancient and pure religion — 
ant! pyileephy. and its first universalistic explanation, is aimed at even by such modern 
movements as that of the Theosophists of India, in the teaching of "Alcyone" 
{J}. Krishnamurti!, the Bahais, in the teaching of Abdul Baha. of Persia, and the 
inspired writing called ‘“‘Oahspe,’’ concerning Jehovi’s kingdom on earth, through 
the mediumship of Dr. John Ballou Newbrough. But all these attempts fall far 
short of the fuller scientific and truly religious teachings of Theomonism, as wj 
advocate it. How much dogmatism is still contained in the Oahspe; how much 
ald Persian sophistry of so-called ‘“‘manifestations” all alike, in Bahaism; and how 
little is the ondrawing mercy of God, the great universal saving-power divine under 
suzi by the Theosophists! None have ever been able to improve upon the origin! 
Bible as understood by enlightened and inspired media; wherefore the editor's book 
“Haly Theomonistic Bible,” should be studied by everyone who wishes to get 
true key to the old Bible and to true religion. Spirituality has mostly vanished 
irom the churches; but the spiritual power of God among men has ever increased, 
To save themselves, the churches should turn to the inspired new Bible. But. 
likewise, spiritualists have very much to learn from this Bible. It is not so much 
the scriptures as such which we extol, it is the truth fully revealed in these 

tures, in the old Bible and the new Holy Theomonistic Bible, and elsewhere 
through all the ages that should be applied by the spiritualists. Having not found 
the true God in any specific form which they can look at, they imagine that the 
agoæœtics and atheists are not far wrong. We are glad that spiritualists can be 
awakened. The secretary of the National Spiritualists’ Association of America,

7 WILLIAM ALEXANDER REDDING—A False Prophet. 


William Alexander Redding, of Cripple Creek, Colorado, author of the “Ow 
Near Future,” “Mysteries Unveiled,” and ‘‘Millenial Kingdom,” in the "Aquarian 
Age,” March, 1920, makes the following statements: 

“The godly men and women, of ancient time, are, now, back on this earth, in 
flesh bodies * * * They are the Saviours who are to come back to Jerusalem 
* * * “The Lord’s Kingdom” * * * will be located at Jerusalem (Mt 
Zion) * * * and it shall judge the world. * * * they are not to be spint 
* * * They are not to die. They are to live many thousand years * * ' 
Human life will be prolonged into thousands of years * * * The Bible clear 
teaches this; and the Lord makes known to me that it is coming * * * Th 
lion is to quit living ona meat diet * * * the wolf will quit killing sheep * ' 

I say that all of the godly men and women of ancient time are, now, back, o 
earth, in flesh bodies, being made ready to come together and form the Kingdom 
of God on earth, at Jerusalem. Yes, Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and King David ar 
here, in flesh bodies; and Joseph, Isaiah, Daniel, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and all of the 
prophets of ancient time are here, in flesh bodies; and St: Paul and Peter and Joh: 
and all of the Apostles are back on earth, in flesh bodies, right now* 
the ancient King David is to be the King over them * * * acting as King ow 
Abraham and all the other ancient men who are to have a part in the first Resu- 
rection * * * I say that David, the ancient King, is already “raised up’ 
* * * And God has now fulfilled it. He has King David, now, in the flesh body, 
onthisearth * * * Andallof them are in flesh bodies and are living in Australi 
and in the United States and in England and all over this earth; but most of them 
live in Australia and in the United States.” 

From these quotations, it will be quite clear to all Theomonists that Redding s 
unable to understand the hidden spiritual meanings of ancient prophesies. Commo 
sense would teach him that the old ‘‘forsaken”’ city of Jerusalem in Palestine (Isaiah 
62:12) cannot possibly be identical with the Kingdom of God. It would be a vey 
small kingdom, indeed. Has Mr. Redding ever heard of the new Jerusalem (Reveb- 
tion 3:12; 21:3)? Has he ever learned from Revelation 22:16 of Xeovah (the Lord 
Jesus Christ) as the “root and offspring of David” who is to be the “King of kings’
